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O one knows how long 
life has existed on 
the earth. The Christian 
bible tells us that the 
earth was created, with 
all forms of life, includ- 
ing human, plant, and sea 
life about 6000. years ago. 
We know that statement 
is not true, Bishop 
Ussher notwithstanding. Scientists 
give us anywhere from 50 to 150 
thousand years. That is surmise more 
or less, and is beside the question for 
the present article. What we are in- 
terested in is in trying to find out 
where all the gods of antiquity came 
from and why did they come. For 
common sense dictates that the com- 
plete list of “gods” were most certain- 
ly not “gods” at all, but were the 
imaginings of superstitious minds. 
That is what we are trying to find out. 
We must remember that every system 
of religion the world has ever known, 
has considered its “crucified god” to 
be the only true and genuine one. 
They would be hypocrites if they 
didn’t think that. 

Nevertheless the fact remains that 
the world has had, according to either 
history or religious tradition, about 
50 of these “gods,” most of whom 
came down from the skies to save the 
human race. The Christian “crucified 
god” is but one of very many. He is 
the most recent of them all. That is 
the reason his followers consider all 
other “crucified gods” false, theirs 
alone being true. Many of these

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we know it, is one long way from be- 
ing perfect. The ghastly wars, the 
cruel instruments of death, the hor- 
rible sufferings of innocent peoples 
—all these things are but mute, 
though potent evidence that the whole 
caboodle of “crucified gods” not ex- 
cluding the Christians’ “crucified 
god” have done nothing at all towards 
bringing peace to this earth. Had 
any one of these “gods” been what 
was claimed for them, this world 
would now be enjoying eternal life 
and eternal peace, and wars, and 
crime, and injustice would be un- 
known quantities in life. We are per- 
fectly safe, therefore, in stating that 
none of these “gods” have been able 
to prove that they were God in any 
sense of the word. Nor have the fol- 
lowers of any of them keen able to 
prove that either. For, I repeat, had 
any of these “gods” for whom divin- 
ity was claimed really been the Great 
Creator of the Universe, certainly 
this universe would have had some 
effect from the superhuman experi- 
ence of the Maker of this world per- 
sonally visiting it, and, of all things, 
dying for it at the hands of the very 
men He created. 

I think everyone who knows how 
to think, and who is interested in 
finding the TRUTH, even though 
that truth be found outside of their 
respective religions, will freely admit 
that to date, no true conception of 
God has ever been brought to man. 
(Excepting the “Psychiana” concep- 
tion which is only in its infancy.) 
The world at large knows full well 
that mankind does not know who or 
what God is. In fact the greater por- 
tion of mankind is denying the exist- 
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SA is wrong of course. No 
S o religion to date has been 
s s 5 able to bring to this 
% +> 5 earth, the slightest scin- 
Soy tilla of evidence that it 
knows the slightest thing 
about God. They all know 
lots about the creeds and 
dogmas of their respec- 
tive organizations, but the condition 
of the world today is absolute proof 
that so far as God Almighty is con- 
cerned, no religious organization, in 
spite of whatever claims it may make, 
knows the first thing about God. 
The presumption here is that one 
religion copied its theory of a “cruci- 
fied god” from another system of re- 
ligion. The evidence is conclusive and 
overwhelming that the story of the 
“crucified god” of the Christian re- 
ligion is an absolute copy of the 
“crucified god” of the Hindoo. Even 
the names are practically the same. 
No amount of church argument can 
refute this. On the one hand, Jesus 
Christ with a virgin-birth out of a 
woman called Mary, and on the Hin- 
doo side Jeseus Chrishna, with a vir- 
gin-birth out of a woman called Maia 
which means Mary. Both born on the 
25th day of December. Both consid- 
ered the second person of a “trinity.” 
Both crucified for the sins of the 
world and both coming to life three 
days later. Both are now in “heaven” 
and both failed in their mission of 
saving the world incidentally. And 
the Hindoo Chrishna was 1400 years 
before the Christian Christ. So there 
can be no argument here. The two 
stories are duplications and the Chris- 
tian story was copied or stolen in its 
entirety from the Hindoo story. 
About 25 other “crucified gods” 
sprang up between the time of the 
Hindoo Chrishna and the Christian 
Christ, and their traditions are avail- 
able to all. (See “Gleams over the 
Horizon.’’) So then, it has been one 
continuous parade of “crucified god” 
after “crucified god” and at the end 
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of the trail, not a single one of them 
has been able to describe or define 
God, and not a single one of them has 
been able to reveal God to man. They 
tell us that they represent God, but we 
take that statement with a grain of 
salt, when we look at the world today. 
Those of us who are really trying to 
find the truths of God, refuse to ac- 
cept any claim to divinity. We refuse 
to believe what any church organiza- 
tion tells us—unless that organiza- 
tion can show by its effects on human 
lives that it really knows how to re- 
veal God to mankind. To date none 
of them have been able to do this. So 
we discard everything they say about 
God 2nd their religion, and we shall 
keep it in the discard until the day 
comes when this organization can 
shov by deeds, instead of words, that 
ite story of God is both true and 
original. We are sorry, of course, te 
say we cannot believe them, but that’s 
how it is. 

Now where did this idea of “cruci- 
fied gods” come from anyway? With- 
out geing too far back, and as fully 
as we cau in a short article like this 
is, let us say that the one main factor 
which decided for “crucified gods” 
was the very false theory that man 
never could understand and know 
God without an “incarnation.” In 
other words, God was so much higher 
than man, and the Realm of God was 
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so far removed from man, that man 
conceived of a combination of God 
and man, and worshipped that be- 
cause he thought he never could know 
God. What those old-timers forgot 
was that God lives in man, and there- 
fore man can now talk with, and live 
with God. No one had arisen in those 
days who was capable of bringing this 
conception of God to the world. So, 
one after another, these old religions 
came forth with one “crucified god” 
after another, and today we have the 
most recent of them all. And the 
world is in a worse condition today 
than it ever has been, in spite of all 
these “crucified gods.” But it was the 
wrong idea that man cannot either 
know or talk with God which origin- 
ated the pagan theory of a “crucified 
god.” And the churches from that day 
to this have offered to the world some 
form of “crucified god” or other, and 
it is interesting to note that the 
world has rejected every “crucified 
god” ever offered to it. It most cer- 
tainly has rejected the Christian 
“crucified god” for every system of 
religion teaching it is losing ground 
faster than they care to admit. 

Men and women today are think- 
ing. And as they think, ideas of 
“crucified gods” pass out of their 
minds. They know this world: had a 
Creator. They also know that the 
Creator of all life still exists. They 
know that the Great Infinite Spirit of 
God which created this universe, 
never allowed anyone to kill it on a 
cross, and they are too smart to have 
much to do with that theory of God 
any further. They tried it—they 
tried to get satisfaction from it, and 
they discovered that all they were 
doing was supporting some religious 
organization which didn’t know the 
first intelligent thing about God. 
Now, with the dawn of the day in 
which the truths of God are being 
brought to mankind, these old pagan 
ideas of a “crucified god” are taking 
leave of a permanent absence. As the 
“Psychiana” Movement grows, and as 
men and women the wide world over 
begin to understand that the Spirit 
of God lives in them, there 
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want God here and now. And if th 
churches cannot bring God to ma 
here and now, it is because they doni 
know the first thing about Goi 
And the human race will always g 
where God is to be found. Makes y 
difference whether it be Moscow! 
Idaho, or Timbuctoo. Wherever ther 
is someone who can reveal the in 
dwelling of the Spirit of God to the 
world, be sure the world will follow 
that one. 

We of “Psychiana’” take no credi 
to ourselves for being the ones to 
bring the new revelation of the 
Power of the Spirit of God to human- 
ity. Someone had to do it. Sooner o 
later it was inevitable that someone 
would see the light. That someone 
happened to be us. All we can say is 
that we are very happy to see mel 
and women, who for so long have 
vainly tried to find God in the church, 
actually and literally find the Spirit 
of God in themselves, through the 
plain simple teachings of this Move- 
ment. For reason is the gem which 
brought to the world the truths of 
the Spirit of God. And reason is the 
gem which is disclosing God to hv- 
manity. And any religion which 
transcends the realm of reason, is al 
untrue religion. It is not reasonable 
to believe that the Great Creator of 
this universe ever allowed himself to 
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come to earth in the form of a man, 
there to be crucified to “save” from 
eternal damnation, a race which God 
himself made without asking anyone 
whether or not He should make it. If 
the race was rotten, God made it so. 
if it ever needed saving, God did a 
bad job when He made man. 


But the race is not rotten. It’s 
good. All it needs to know is the 
Power of the Spirit of God existing 
in every one of us. When it knows 
that, the beginning of the end is in 
sight. For to know the Power of the 
Spirit of God in you is to begin to 
live. That day is coming. “Crucified 
gods” of all kinds are out. “Sacred 
hearts of Jesus” and all that, have 
failed to bring God to man, although 
they have made the organization 
teaching that, a very wealthy organ- 
ization. But God has not been revealed 
to man through the “sacred heart” 
or the “mass” or the “prayer-meet- 
ing” or the “Lord’s Supper” or 
through anything else connected with 
any story of any crucified god. But 
the Spirit of God is revealing itself 
to the world directly. That’s the way 
God always operates. Direct y with 
you, God is in you. The Spirit of God 
gwes you life. Therefore, all the 
bower of the Realm of the Spirit of 
God is available to you here and now.

Nothing good, nothing which comforts 
and brings hope and joy ever came from 
any place but the Realm of the Spirit of 
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t must be born in mind that while 
this magazine speaks very plainly, 
and somewhat daringly ofttimes, it 
only does so in order that some meas- 
ure of the Spirit of God’s Power may 
be made known on this earth. No 
thinking man or woman can view 
with serenity conditions as they exist 
throughout the world today. Condi- 
tions are such that they should cause 
the heart of every God-fearing and 
loving man and woman to shudder. 


The Editor of this magazine lives 
but for one thing. He lives to make 
God real to the human race. Money 
doesn’t interest him. Pleasures do not 
interest him. Nothing this world has 
to offer interests him. He has a mes- 
sage from God to this world, and he 
will deliver that message to the very 
best of what little ability he may pos- 
sess. That is an honorable thing to 
do. It takes a very courageous man to 
do that, especially when the message 
he is bringing is fundamentally op- 
posed to what every church organiza- 
tion in existence is teaching. It’s a 
man sized job, and you may depend 
upon it, the man to whom such a work 
is given is a big enough man to suc- 
cessfully carry it through. Otherwise 
he would not have been given the 
vision. 

I make this little word of explana- 
tion at this time in order that none 
may misunderstand the intent behind 
the ‘“Psychiana” Movement. I shall 
speak very plainly as long as I am able 
to do so. No other sort of speaking 
would be effective. It will be neces- 
sary for me to disclose the fallacies 
of the present church structure, and 
this I shall honestly and fearlessly do. 
But I shall do that only to replace 
old traditions which can very easily 
be proven to be “pagan” in their 
origin, with the finer and far grander 
truths of God. 

No institution should be allowed to 
come between the human race and 
God. It would be far better for every 
church house in existence to close its 
doors, if by the closing of those doors 
this world could find God. So then, 
please let it be distinctly understood 
why I write and speak so plainly. I 
have a God-given message to deliver 
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to this world, and in addition to tha} 
I am pointing the way whereby al 
men and women may know God with. 
out believing in one single thing any 
church teaches. 

It is to be expected that certain at- 
tacks should be made upon this Teach. 
ing by those who, on account of the 
number of votes they control, have 
forgotten completely the dogmas of } 
their religion, and have attempted to | 
silence this Movement through politi- 
cal influence. I am, however, not with- 
out a certain amount of influence, and 
it will be discovered that any attempt 
to stop this Movement of the Spirit 
of God on earth is doomed to failure, 
even before it gets off to a good start. 
The church should welcome an out 
pouring of the Spirit of God. It has 
been crying for the last 50 years for 
“another Moses to lead us out of the 
wilderness.” 

And the church is perfectly honest 
in being desirous of being led out of 
that wilderness. For certainly it is a 
wilderness. The “Moses” who can lead 
the church out of the morass it has 
led itself into is here. But the method 
of leading the church out of this wil- 
derness probably will not appeal to 
the church itself. What the church 
does not recognize is what has gotten 
it into this hopeless mess. It blames 
it on the world. It cannot consistently 
do that, though. 

The church has had an opportunity 
so golden that my heart almost breaks 
when I think of it. It has had an op- 
portunity of bringing to the world the 
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reading. It will clearly reveal 
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sublime truths of God, which truths 
could have prought the consciousness 
of God to the world a long time ago. 
Instead of rising to that opportunity, 
though, the church has allowed man- 
made idols to come between it and 
God, with the result that the world is 
in the practically hopeless condition 
in which we find it today. 

For all the church organizations 
combined cannot do one single thing 
to help. The leaders of these good 
churches are daily issuing “warn- 
ings” that the very existence of their 
own structure is threatened, and the 
reports they release show that every- 
one of them is losing both financially 
and in numbers at rather a stagger- 
ing rate. The church does not seem 
to realize the fact that the “god” it 
teaches cannot even support and keep 
healthy its own organization, let 
alone save the world. 

The church is the only organization 
which professes to know something 
about God, and if it is failing—what is 
there left? What can God do?—God 
can do the very thing He is now do- 
ing—that is to raise up another or- 
ganization entirely outside of the 
church, through which the Spirit of 
God can operate. If the church will 
not throw away its pagan traditions 
and worship and teach the Spirit of 
God, then this same Spirit of God 
will raise up both the man and the 
organization which will do that. For 
the Spirit of God will not leave this 
earth. That Great Spirit will manifest 
its Power through other organizations 
if the church will not do its duty.

is a “crucified god.” None of them 
lived too long. And you may mark 
my words beloved, as long as the 
Christian church stays by the story 
of Jesus Christ as a god, it, too, will 
continue to go downhill to disaster. 
Nothing can save it with that phil- 
osophy. 

This of course means that this en- 
tire story of Jesus Christ will have 
to go if the church is to do anything 
at all either for itself or humanity 
or for God. Not that God has ever 
needed anyone to do anything for 
God. The only one who needs anything 
done to him is man, and the only thing 
man needs is a true conception of 
God. Such a conception the present 
day church cannot bring. It does not 
have it to bring. May God hasten the 
day when it will have it to bring—if 
ever. 

Now it would be very much easier 
if I were to concentrate my activities 
on the teaching of the Spirit of God, 
and leave the church alone. I grant 
you this, for it has been suggested 
many times. I have been informed 
that the church will never change its 
doctrines. I have been told by high- 
up churchmen that it will never give 
up the story of Jesus Christ. I do not 
agree. I believe that if the present 
church structure actually knew that 
it could stop all wars, and bring peace 
to this earth through the Power of 
the Spirit of God and without Jesus 
Christ, it would give up the story of 
Jesus Christ. Now I may be wrong. 
But you see how much better it would 
be for me to bring the true picture of 
God to the church, than to leave it 
alone, letting it work out its own 
destruction, do you not? 

Once I can get the Christian church 
to get away from the story of Jesus 
Christ and preach the Spirit of God, 
then there will be no need for me in 
this picture at all. Most people say 
that cannot be done. I’m not so sure 
of that. I believe the men in the 
church and at the head of it to be 
absolutely honest, and I’m not so 
sure that the day will not come when 
the church will completely throw 
away the story of any crucified God, 
and teach the Living Spirit of the 
Living God in its place. If it does not 
do that, and it may not, then this 
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“Psychiana” Movement will continue 
to be the agency through which the 
Spirit of God is manifesting on the 
earth, and the earth will be saved 
through it instead of through the 
church. And by the word “church” I 
mean both Catholic and Protestant, 
for they both believe in and teach 
Jesus Christ as God. 

The Roman Catholic church has far 
more balderdash in it though than 
the Protestant church has, although 
the one sprang from the other. Now 
this brings me back to the title of this 
short article—“What Price Peace.” 
The price is the preaching of the pure 
unadulterated Power of the Spirit of 
God, without the contamination of a 
man-made “crucified god.” That is the 
price. The church can either take it, 
paying the price, or it can leave it. I 
make this statement in true prophetic 
prophecy now, and I would give my 
right arm or my whole life to see the 
church do just that. It is a stumbling 
block in the path of world peace. The 
only thing which can stop these war- 
mad, insane devils in Germany and 
Russia is the Spirit of God. Jesus 
Christ cannot do it. Now—will the 
church turn from Jesus Christ to the 
Spirit of God? If it will, it can tri- 
umph. If it will not, someone else will 
triumph in its place, for, in conclusion 
I again repeat that—“the Spirit of 
God will not leave this earth, but it 
will manifest through other institu- 
tions than the church, if the church 
continues to preach Jesus Christ in- 
stead of the Spirit of God.”

HEALIH AND HEALING 


É a Spirit of God in you and in me 

is not a spirit of evil. It cannot be 
because God is never evil—always 
good. God is never the spirit of illness, 
but of perfect health. The Spirit of 
God is the spirit of perfect Peace, 
perfect Joy, perfect Love, perfect 
Compassion, perfect Wholeness, per- 
fect Life and perfect Health. If the 
Spirit of God lives in you, and that 
is now an established fact, then the 
only thing the Spirit of God can bring 
to you is the very thing the Spirit of 
God is. But we see that this Spirit is 
many things. It is the spirit of every- 
thing good. It is the spirit of supply. 
It can never be the spirit of lack. 
Therefore, when you recognize the 
soul-consuming fact that in you lives 
the very Spirit of God, you readily 
see how that Great Spirit can mani- 
fest in you the things which are 
needed and the things which are for 
your good. The Spirit of God never 
could manifest other than God in you. 


There can be a divine order in you 
if you will it so. There can be an 
overruling sense of power in you, if 
you will have it. For does not the 
Spirit of these things live in you? 
Does not that Spirit give you your 
very life? Then how can things con- 
trary to God manifest in you, if you 
recognize the Spirit of God right here 
in your life? Recognition of this fact 
assures you that the Spirit of God in 


you is ever waiting to be brought into 
play against a life which otherwise 
would be a failure. For there are not 
two lives .. . only one. The failure 
lives his life all unconscious of the 
existence in his life of the Spirit of 
God.
